WASHINGTON, July 27 (AFP)— Plastic 
surgeons are being besieged by an unpre- 
cedented rush of Americans of both sexes 
wanting to look younger and more beautiful. 

Cosmetic surgery was once reserved for 
“jet set” members of the elite rich, but no 
more. Last year, about half-a-miHion Ameri- 
cans underwent operations to remove bags 
under eyes, eradicated facial wrinkles and 
lines and firm up sagging breasts. 

Special clinics where these operations are 
carried out, from Los Angeles to New York, 
are thriving. Betty Ford, wife of former Pres- 
ident Gerald Ford, today looks 10 years 
younger than her age — 60. She admitted in a 
magazine interview after treatment that she 
had undergone a completely successful face- 
lift because **I want a new appearance to 
match the new life I plan to start at 60." 

Showbusiness personalities have often 
resorted to plastic surgery and indude Frank 
Sinatra who had hair replanted and Dean 
Martin who had his nose fixed. 

Rock singer Cher had her bust uplifted 
when she was 31 . But a new kind of cheat is 
hastening to the plastic surgeon — ■ middle 
class career chasers and businessmen. A 
member of the American Society of Plastic 
and Reconstructive Surgeons (ASPRS) 
explained: "More and more women are going 
back into the job market io their late 30’s 
after they have raised families. They feel they 
must look well and young 1 '. American 
women are prepared for real sacrifices to 
repair the advance ot age like the New 
Yorker who told friends: “For Christmas, my 
husband asked me what I want as a gift — a 
fur coat or a breast lift I chose the breasts.” 

Plastic surgery is expensive in the United 
States as the 2,600-member ASPRS statistics 
bear out. The most requested operation is for 
larger busts — 72,000 were carried out in 
1981 at a cost of from $1,000 to $2,000, 
Removing bags tinder eyes costs SljOOO to 
$1,500 and remodeling a nose $1,200 to 
$1,800. ■ 

In addition- to these costs, there are added- 
charges for anaesthetics, and use of the 
operating theater. 

France tests N-device 

WELLINGTON. July 2? (AFP) »* France 
carried out a major underground nuclear test 
explosion at Murutoa Atoll in the South 
Pacific Sunday, New Zealand seismologists 
said Tuesday. 

The blast Sunday at 8:02 a.m. Mururoa 
time (1802 GMT) had a yield of about 70 
kilotons (the equivalent of 70,000 tons of 
TNT), the scientists said. Government seis- 
mologist Warwick Smith said the latest blast 
was the largest recorded at Mururoa since 
July 19. 1980, when a blast of up to 100 
kilotons was recorded. 

“Our readings indicate it was a large event 
of about 70 kilotons, certainly the largest 
underground test in this series," he said. Dr, 
Smith, noting that France had now exploded 
four nuclear devices in less than 8 month.

to go up 

7 percent 

.GENEVA, July 27 (Agencies) — Pas- 
senger fare on most world routes will rise by 
seven percent in October as part of an indus- 
try plan to eight record losses, the chairman 
of an emergency airlines meeting said here 
Tuesday. 

British Airways Managing Director Roy 
Watts told journalists the increases which 
should earn the hard-pressed airlines an extra 
$2. billion next year, was the largest jump 
airline executives felt the market would bear. 

Fares on flights to and from Japan as well 
as. between North and South America will be 
exempted from the increase, said Watts, who 
chaired the two-day meeting organized by 
-the International Air Transport Association 
■ (I AT A). He said the increase was less than 
half the 16 percent rise airlines calculated was 
needed to eliminate this year’s losses, esti- 
mated at $1.87 billion, and earn enough to 
pay rising interest rates and invest in new 
. planesi 

“This was the limit of what was achievable 
.today,” he said after the closed-door meet- 
ing, which ran beyond schedule as executives 
from $3 airlines and officials from seven gov- 
ernments hammered out a package. 

One growing problem is the mounting cost 
of interest payments, which should reach 
$1 .6 billion this year and rise to $1.73 billion 
fo 1983 and SI. 84 billion in 1984, according 
to calculations presented here. These costs, 
addecL to rising fuel prices and sluggish 
demand, present a major headache to the 
•frUnei, They could save $3 billion annually, 
a sum comfortably above their expected 
$1.87 billion losses this year, if they could 
afford to~ bay new fuel-efficient aircraft.

Mercenaries 
found guilty 

PIETERMARITZBURG, July 27 (R) — 
.Mercenary leader Mike Hoare was found 
guilty Tuesday on at least two counts under 
South Africa’s air piracy laws following the 
hijacking of an Air-India airliner after an 
abortive Seychelles coup last November. 

The judge-president of Jie National Pro- 
vince Supreme Court, Justice Neville James, 
ruled that Col. Hoare and at least four of the 
42 mercenaries on trial with him hijacked the 
plane by boarding it, carrying loaded 
weapons and threatening the pilot if he did 
not fly them to Durban. 

Justice James adjourned his j udgment for a 
lunch recess before pronouncing on all four 
counts faced by all 43 men. Three of the 
counts cany sentences of five to 30 yean jail 
and the fourth, that of canying weapons 
aboard an aircraft, is punishable by a fine. 

Col. Hoare and Durban photographer 
Peter Duffy were convicted ot endangering 
the safety of the passengers and plane at 
Durban Airport, where it landed Nov. 26. 

Bur the judge ruled that the rest of the 
accused remained passively in their seats and 
were not guilty of any offense while Hoare 
and Duffy negotiated with security officials. 

Justice James also found Daffy, Charles 
Goatley, Michael Webb and Vernon Prinsloo 
guilty along with Hoare of hijacking the plane 
by tm-eat of force, He has yet to pronoun ee on 
whether any of the others Were guilty on the 
hijacking count He has also still to rule on 
the charge* of canying Weapon* aboard the 
&imft and of Jeopaftog the safety of the 
passengers and the plane while at Mehe air- 
port in the Seychelles. But tie said In Ms 
summing up that , the fighting that had 
resulted from the coup attempt had posed a 
very real threat to the aircraft. 

the judge ruled that the plane, which car- 
ried 65 passengers and 14 crew, was still 
technically in flight while on the ground at 
Mahe because the doonhad not been opened 
for the passengers to disembark. The aircraft 
was on a scheduled flight from Zimbabwe to 
Bombay when it landed to refuel. 

Justice James said it hBd not been a typical 
hijacking as the 43 white mercenaries had not 
commandeered the plane for political or 
financial gain. But he added that the aviation 
laws under which they were charged take no 
account of motive and do not differentiate 
between differentiyp« of hijack. 

Addressing, a court packed with the 
families u*4 friends of the accused, the judge 
described Hoare «. an uruscrupluous man 
with a highly cavaJfor attitude toward the 
&stb,»

Beirut center bombed 


BEIRUT. July 27 (Agencies) — As Israel 
bombarded residential areas of West Beirut 
from land, air and sea Tuesday 84 bodies 
were taken from a West Beirut building bit by 
Israeli aircraft, the Palestinian Wafa news 
agency reported here. A total of 142 persons 
were wounded in the air raid, Wafa said. 

The building, whose destruction has been 
confirmed by foreign correspondents in 
Beirut, was in West Beirut’s residential seaf- 
ront area, near the home of Prime Minister 
Shafiq Wazan. Those living in' the building 
were refugees who had arrived since the start 
of the Israeli invasion June 6. 

Israel! fighter-bombers came in waves over 
West Beirut for a two-hour period that ended 
shortly after 4 p.m, local. Radio Beirut said 
that Israelis singled out residential areas for 
bombing. It added that Israeli warships were 
cruising the length of the Beirut coastline. 

In Tel Aviv, the Israeli military spokesman 
said Israeli ground forces engaged Palesti- 
nians rn light weapwas clashes near Beirut 
airport, in southeast Beirut during Tuesday 
morning. He said Israeli forces suffered no 
casualties. Heavy artillery fire was heard 
throughout Monday night and Tuesday 
morning from the area of south Beirut, where 
Israeli and Palestinian-nationalist- Lebanese 
forces traded shots. 

The ear-splitting air bombardment 
shrouded West Beirut’s oceanside residential 
neighborhoods of Rouche and Verdun with 
clouds of dust and smoke. Correspondents 
watching from the rooftop of the Associated 
Press office in West Beirut saw the jets drop 
bombs about one kilometer from the com- 
mercial heart of West Beirut. 

On one bombing run, a jet came in directly 
over West Beirut and the long, black shape of 


the bomb was seen streaxing in a straight, 
diagonal line to explode in Rouche on the 
seashore. 

The first explosion caused near panic in the 
si reels, with car horns blaring, ambulance 
sirens screaming and PLO commandos fixing 
into the air as they tried to take their truck- 
mounted anti-aircraft guns through traffic. 

A huge, gray cloud of smoke and debris 
drifted across the city, making eyes smart 
from the cordite fumes as bits of ash and 
paper drifted to the ground. 

Later, threeTsraeli ground-to-ground mis- 
siles exploded in the JounieH Bay region 
*ome IS km* north of Beirut, injuring a 
number of persons, informed sources said 
here. Among them were three Lebanese 
civilians unloading a freighter chartered" by 
the Lebanese Red Cross, the sources said. 
The missiles also caused some damage. 

In Tei Aviv, an army spokesman said that 
Israeli Air Force planes staged a second raid 
Tuesday afternoon on Palestinian positions 
in West Beirut. “ Israeli radio described the 
raid as of “unprecedented intensity”. The 
army spokesman said the raid, at 1500 local 
(1300 GMT), followed a previous attack one 
hour earlier. 

On the ground, two Israeli soldiers were 
injured in a clash with Palestinians south of 
Beirut, the spokesman said. 

Lebanese officials accused Israeli forces in 
East Beirut of cutting off water and electricity 
to the besieged west to add to the hardships 
caused by the fighting. 

State-run Beirut radio said Wazzan was 
trying to establish contacts to have power and 
water restored. The Israelis cut both services 
to West Beirut for four da vs in early Julv, 


TEL AVIV, July 27 (Agencies) Ameri- 
can Senator Paul Tsongas said Tuesday he 
hod a “distressing meeting" with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, who told him he 
would never negotiate with PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat under any circumstances. 

The Massachusetts Democrat said that 
when he asked Begin whether be would 
negotiate with Arafat if he recognized Israel, 
the Israeli leader replied, “ No, under no con- 
ditions. Never. No contact with Arafat." 

Another U.S. Congressional group was 
told by Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir that 
for the sake of peace, Arafat and the com- 
mandos should leave Lebanon and let a new, 
moderate Palestinian leadership negotiate 
peace with Israel. 

U.S. Congressman Paul McCloskey, who 
raised hopes for a Lebanon settlement when 
he announced Arafat has accepted U.N. 
resolutions on the Palestine question, said 
Tuesday he believed Beirut could now face 
disaster “very shortly”. He said in an inter- 
view that Begin was "convinced" his country 
had the right to destroy Beirut. 

McCloskey, a California Republican, said 
after meeting Begin that the Lebanese capital 
faced disaster unless U.S. special envoy 
Philip Habib succeeded in his peace mission. 

McCloskey who is here told CBS news in 
his satellite interview: “His ( Begin’ s) cer- 
tainty that Israel has the right to destroy 
Beirut even though they kill 1 ti Lebanese and 
five Palestinian civilians fot every Palestinian 
soldier, leaves me with a lot of pessimism.” 

McCloskey also backed off from his previ- 
ous optimism about Arafat's acceptance of 
the U.N, resolutions, saying the gesture con- 
tained nothing new. 

He bad said earlier that Arafat’s statement 
rewgnued the right of Israel to exist but 
Tuesday acknowledged that it had been 
" elliptical.” 

Meanwhile, Habib arrived here Tuesday to 
brief Israel on his efforts to secure the with- 
drawal of Palestinian commandos from West 
Beirut. He is scheduled to meet Begin and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir. U.S. offi- 
cials did not say when he would return to 
Beirut. 

Earlier Monday, the United States had 
rejected the Palestinian offer saying remarks 
by Yasser failed to meet U.S. calls for une- 
quivocal recognition of Israel's right to exist. 
Senior American officials were skeptical of 
the note written by Arafat at the weekend 
which some reports said represented a major 
shift in the PLO's policy toward the Jewish 
state. 

White House spokesman Larry Speakes 
said Monday that Arafat’s statement Sunday 
did not met longstanding U.S. conditions.

U.S. ban not at nation’s cost, Britain says 


LONDON, July 27 (AFP) - Britain is 
determined to defend its own national inter- 
est against Washington's embargo on the use 
of U.S. technology for the Trans-Siberian gas 
pipeline, Trade Secretary Lord Cockfieid has 
said. 

He said the extension of the United States 
ban to include pipeline gear made by Euro- 
pean firms under U.S. license represented an 
“unacceptable extension of American extra- 
territorial sovereignty. “ 

Britain, France, West Germany and Italy 
m particularly upset that Washington is 
Imposing the ban after companies from the 
tout counifies had ultendy signed huge deals «. 
with the Soviet Union to Help build the 
pipeline. Lord Cockfieid said the ban was 
“wrong and unprincipled" 

Last week, France declared that it would 


defy the U.S. embargo, which Washington 
imposed on the Soviet Union because of the 
Soviet involvement in Poland. 

Firms from Britain, West Germany and 
Italy are dependent on U.S.-made rotors for 
tbeif parts in the pipeline project. The French 
firm Alsthom*Atlantique has a license from 
the U.S. firm General Electric Id make the 
fotofs. It has a contract to make spare rotors, 
for the pipeline project and insists that li’will 
Julfil its obligation. 

But Alsthom has not yet said whether il 
intends to supply other European firms with 
the rotors they need for their part in the 
pipeline project. The firms, AEG i K«nls of 
West Germany, John Brown of Britain and 
Nuovo Pignonc of Italy, arc currently 
involved in talks with Alsthom on the impli- 
cations of breaking the U.S. ban. 


Meanwhile, in Italy, the social Democratic 
Party, part of Premier Giovanni Spadolinf s 
ruling coalition government, challenged the 
weekend statement by the government that 
(Italy. would respect all pipeline contracts. 
Social Democratic Chief Pietro Longo said it 
was "tragic' that Europe had split with the 
United" States over ways to fight Soviet 
“imperialism 4 ’ following “the Soviet Invasion 
of Afghanistan and military repression in 
Poland." 

Italy has imposed a 11 pause for reflection' 
on its participation in the pipeline project and 
its gas purchases from the Soviet Union. 

The Social Democrats, who question 
Italy's purchase of Soviet gas. have 
threatened to break with the government ifit 
docs nut renew the pause when it expires at 
the end of September. 


Southern Japan landslide death toll mounts to 275 


TOKYO, July 27 (Agencies) - A 23- 
year-old man was rescued from his car Tues- 
day after being stranded for four days by 
landslides caused by heavy rains which devas- 
tated areas of southern Japan at the weekend, 
police said. 

They said the death ton from the deluge in 
the area around Nagasaki had risen to 275 as 
thousands of police and soldiers recovered, 
more bodies. Eighty-seven persons are still 
missing and mosr?re presumed to have died 


in landslides or drowned, 

Weathermen said the rainy season hud 
ended in southern Japan but would be active 
fox a few more days in central and northern 
regions.

Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) is 
unlikely to take up an off^r by President 
Jaafar Numeiri of Sudan to provide a haven 
for theiT commandos besieged in West 
Beirut, Palestinian sources said Tuesday. 

There has been no official PLO response so 
far to the offer, contained in an interview with 
President Numeiri by the Sudan News 
Agency. Bui one PLO source commented: 
“Numeiri is only serving his American mas- 
ters who want to liquidate the Palestinians. 
Numeirfs offer is rejected." 

Sudan angered the Arab world by renew- 
ing relations with Cairo after the Arab 
League ostracized Egypt fur signing a peace 
treaty with Israel. Israel has demanded the 
withdrawal of (he 6,000 commandos from 
West Beirut. 

Numeiri is the first Arab leader to 
announce his readiness to accept the Palesti- 
nians without any conditions. Syria and 
Egypt have said any evacuation must be 
linked with a comprehensive settlement of 
the Palestinian problem. 

Mubarak aide 
leaves for U.S. 

CAIRO. July 27 (Agencies) — Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali left for 
Washington Tuesday carrying a message 
from President Hosni Mubarak to President 
Reagan on the Lebanese crisis. 

AlFs trip follows a visit to Cairo by U.S. 
Special envoy Philip Habib, who failed to 
persuade Egypt to accept any of the Palesti- 
nian commandos besieged in Beirut. Ali 
Monday met members of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization (PLO) to carry their 
views to Washington. 

Egypt has urged the U.S. administration to 
start a dialogue with the PLO and considers a 
statement signed by Yasser Arafat accepting 
U.N. resolutions on tbe Palestinian problem : 
as a step forward. 

The document is discussed in the message 
from Mubarak to Reagan, reliable sources 
said in Cairo. 

The source said the message, to be handed 
to officials in Washington Wednesday by Ali, 
notes that “the Lebanese crisis must be 
studied in tbe light of the latest developments 
in the PLO position.” 

The message repeats the need for a U.S. 
initiative to end the Lebanese crisis, and 
stresses the need to "save each member of the 
PLO." the source said. 

Ali will stop in London for 24 hours for 
discussions with British officials. 

Peking sacks minister 

PEKING. July 27 (R)— A Chinere deputy 
minister has been dismissed for corruption 
and incompetence, the first case of a senior 
leader losing his post since a campaign 
against corruption began last year, The Peo - 
pie *s Daily reported Tuesday. 

The newspaper said Yang Yibang, a 
deputy industry minister, had obtained visas 
to visit Belgium and Japan through business 
contacts in Hong Kong rather than through 
official channels. 

He had also caused the state to lose hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars as a result of 
mismanagement.

JEDDAH. July 27 — The maximum limit 
for commercial real estate investment loans 
has been fixed at SR 10 million, according to 
new regulations approved by Finance and 
National Economy Minister Muhammad 
Aba Al-Khaii. 

The Real Estate Development Fund, a 
state agency founded in 1 974. devised new 
conditions for residential and office com- 
plexes for which it provides loans. These con- 
ditions include that a complex should com- 
prise no less than 10 housing units, apart- 
ments or villas and the total area for the com- 
plex should not be less than 2.000 square 
meters. The fund provides interest-free 
medium and long-term loans for financing 
oriv&te sector investment.

The loan should be repaid in 10 annual 
installments, the first of which matures a year 
from the date of the project’s completion 
according to the schedule approved by the 
fund. The loan can be canceled in case the 
applicant had provided incorrect information 
to the fund, deviated from the designs and 
specifications or did not fulfil one of the con- 
ditions including delay in repayment of any of 
the installments on due time. In such cases, 
the total amount of the loan becomes due 
immediately.

Says Israel violating laws 


Lebanon seeks U.N. help 
to restore its authority 


UNITED NATIONS, July 27 (AFP) — 
Lebanon has accused Israel of “violating 
international law" through its “occupation of 
South Lebanon'* and suggested that U.N. 
peacekeeping forces be assigned to *' assist 
the Lebanese authorities in fulfilling their 
duties.” 

In a letter to U.N. Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cu ellar Monday, Lebanon’s perma- 
nent UJN. representative, Ghassan Tueni, 
cited Security Council Resolution 425 in cal- 
ling for intervention of the U.N. Interim 
Forces in Lebanon (UNJLFIL). 

The resolution, adopted i n 19 78, states 
that one of the elements of UNIFlL’s mission 
is “ the re-estabtisbment of peace and interna- 


tional security and providing assistanceto the 
Lebanese -government in order to guarantee 
the re-establishment of its effective author- 
ity.'* 

In his letter. Tueni stressed that beyond 
“continual acts of violence and brutality, acts 
which have caused immense destruction and 
innumerable (human) losses, Israel is cur- 
rently proceeding with the establishment of 
parallel local administrations, bypassing the 
legitimate Lebanese local authorities in vari- 
ous cities, towns and villages.’' 

The letter added that Lebanese authorities 
bad been punished and were' * often physi- 
cally prevented_£rom .carrying out their 
jobs,” 


Israel dismisses West Bank mayor 


TEL AVIV, July 27 (Agencies) 7 — Israeli 
occupation authorities said Monday they had 
dismissed the mayor and town council of 
Kalkilya in the occupied West Bank for fail- 
ing to carry out their duties. 

Mayor Haj Amin Nasser told reporters be 
and the council had been removed, like eight 
otbf r mayors and councils in the West Bank 
and Gaza, lor refusing to cooperate with the 
new' civil administration set up by the Israelis 
to replace the former one run by military 
officers. 


“Naturally, our refusal to meet with the north of J 
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Israeli civilian administrators made it difficult 
to do our job," Mayor Nasser told reporters. 
The mayor has often declared be regards the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as the sole 
representative of the Palestinian people.

ElAl opens 
branch in 
S. Lebanon 

SIDON, Israeli-held Lebanon, July 27 
(AP) Israel's state airline, El AJ, opened 
an office in this southern Lebanese city 
Monday and Manager Henri Isacovitch 
claimed “business is booming." - 

A half-dozen El Al security agents car- 
rying submachine guns stood guard as250 
Lebanese and other travelers filed into the 
airline’s makeshift office in Israeli military 
headquarters for bus tickets. 

Amid the hubbnb. Israeli soldiers 
lounge around with their automatic 
weapons, a blindfolded Palestinian com- 
mando captured in the hills nearby was 
-escorted in by troopers for interrogation. 
But none of the passengers, separated 
from the rest of the complex by coils of 
barbed wire, seemed to notice. 

“These people are going all over the 
world, including Arab countries,” the 
Arabic-speaking Isa Isacovitch told the 
Associated Press. “Those going to Arab 
dries go through Cairo. They can buy tic- 
kets in any currency and go where they 
wish." 

The Sidon office is El ATs second in an 
Arab country. It opened a branch in Cairo 
following the 1979 peace treaty with 

Egypt- 

The El Al office in Sidon is the only 
airline branch operating in Israeli-held 
southern Lebanon. Beirut’s International ' 
Airport is dosed. It has become a battleg- . 
round in the Israeli siege of the western j 
sector of the dry where some 6.000 Pales- 
tinian commandos are trapped. 

The El Al passengers are taken to Tel 
Aviv. 180 kms, south in chartered air- 
conditioned buses to catch their flights 
from Ben-Gurion Airport. The El Al 
operation has given many Lebanese their 
first chance to travel out of the country 
since the Israelis invaded on June 6 . 

‘Tm going to visit my son in Paris,” said 
a middle-aged Lebanese woman who 
declined to give her name. “The war has 
been a great shock. It has upset everyone 
and I want to get away for a vacation." 

Isacovatich said El Al plans to build a 
small terminal behind the military com- 
pound in the city, which bas badly dam- 
aged in the fighting last month. J 
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MIAMI, Florida, July 27 (AP) - Cuban 
President Fidel Castro has lashed out at “the 
shameless aggression of Zionism,” and 
accused Israel and “imperialist powers" of 
seeking ihe genocide of the Palestinians. 

In a two-bour foreign-policy address, the 
55-year-old Castro denounced “the effort to 
liquidate the Palestinian people" in a Radio 
Havana broadcast monitored in Miami, 
Florida Monday. “The world political situa- 
tion is aggravated by imeprialist aggression," 
Castro told a cheering audience that Com- 
munist Party organizers estimated at 
500,000. “Every day, we read about the 


increasing levels of imperialist aggrssion. not 
only in threats against our country, but in 
actions everywhere." 

Castro accused the United States of siding 
with “counter-revolutionaries" in Nic- 
aragua, and of equipping “thousands of 
(guards of former President Anasiasio Som- 
oza) and other mercenaries to invade 
Nicaraguan territory." 

In Africa, he said “imperialism, (acting) 
through South Africa, has introduced 
thousands of mercenaries to organize the 
counter-revolution and destabilize*' Angola 
and Mozambique. 


Sudan mediates Ethiopia-Somalia rift 


KHARTOUM, July 27 (Agencies) — 
Sudanese Vice President Omar Muhammad 
Al Tayeb went to Ethiopia Tuesday to medi- 
ate in the dispute between Ethiopia and 
Somalia, tht Q udan News Agency (SUNA) 
reported. 

Somalia has complained of incursions by 
Ethiopian and Ethiopian-backed force's 
recently but the charges have been denied by 
the Addis Ababa government. 

AJ Tayeb took a message from President 
Jafaar Numeiri to Ethiopian leader Mengistu 
Haile Mariam, SUNA said. 

The Sudanese vice-president said he would 


discuss with Ethiopian leaders all issues of 
common interest as well as problems and con- 
flicts threatening peace and stability in the 
region. 

Meanwhile, in Nairobi, the dissident Som- 
ali Salvation Democratic Front bas “most 
forcefully” condemned a U.S. decision to 
provide arms to Somalia. 

The SSDF. which said it was the only group 
fighting the Somali regular army since July 1 . 
said in a communique that U.S. arms 
deliveries constituted “a flagrant interven- 
tion in a purely internal Somali conflict” and 
would “surely exacerbate the situation and 
internationalize the conflict." 


Pakistan stresses peace with India 


KARACHI. July 27 (AFP) — Pakistan 
Defense Minister Ali Ahmad Talpur said 
here that India and Pakistan had do choice 
but to live in peace. In an interview with 
Pakistan Press International (PPI) news 
agency Monday he said that Pakistan's offer 
of a no-war pact with India was motivated by 
a desire to safeguard Pakistan's national 
interests by reaching an understanding with 
its neighbor. 

About the Israeli invasion of Lebanon, he 
said Pakistan was committed to provide 
effective assistance to the Palestinians. The 


plight of the Palestinians had deeply moved 
the people and government of Pakistan. 

Asked about the opposition leaders' 
demand for sending Pakistani troops to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO). 
the minis ter said that Pakistan would never 
shrink from fulfilling its historical commit- 
ment to the cause of Palestinians and help 
them in a meaningful way. 

He said that the Palestinian problem was 
a highly emotional issue for the people of 
Pakistan who regarded the Palestinians as 
their brothers in faith. 


45 Moroccans killed, Polisario says 


PARIS, July 27 (R) — Polisario guerrillas 
killed 45 Moroccan troops and wounded 
about fifty in an attack in the Western Sahara 
last Saturday, the official Algerian press 
agency said. 

The agency, monitored in Paris, quoted a 
Polisario communique which said the guerril- 
las had launched a violent assault on Aglar- 


Azaouzii, near Smara. 

Both Morocco and the Algerian-backed 
Polisario. fighting for control of the former 
Spanish territory, announced a three-hour 
battle near Smara last Thursday, in which 
Morocco said it destroyed five Soviet made 
tanks. 


TRIPOLI, July 27 (R) - The opening of 
an Organization of African Unity (OAU) 
ministerial meeting, already delayed by a row 
over the presence of Polisario guerrillas, was 
postponed again Tuesday until a necessary 
two-thirds quorum was established. 

The chairman of the meeting, Botswana 
Foreign Minister Archie Mogwe, urtd a press 
conference, “It would be disastrous for this 
meeting to start without the right quorum". 
He declined to speculate about when it might 
begin. 

He said informal consultations were being 
held among the 37 states attending the meet- 
ing to narrow the gap between supporters of 
the Folisario's Saharan Arab' Democratic 
Republic (SADR) and OAU states which 
would boycott the talks if the guerrillas 
attended. 

A majority of states present support the 
controversial admission of the SADR to the 
OAU last February. But at least six states 
could walk out of the* talks if the SADR 
attended, leaving the meeting without the 
necessary 34-member quorum. 

The foreign ministers' discussions, which 
were to prepare for a full OAU summit next 
week, were postponed Monday to allow time 
for more delegates to arrive. 

The 51-nation organization's business has 
been paralyzed by boycotts since the admis- 
sion of the SADR, whose Polisario guerrillas 
are fighting Moroccan control over the West- 
ern Sahara. 

The OAU also faces difficulties over the 
presence of Chad. OAU spokesman Peter 
Onu (Nigeria) said two delegations were pre- 
sent in Tripoli vying for representation of the 
war-torn Central African country. 

Mogwe said the pan-African body at no 
time “asked the Polisario to withdraw from 
the meeting." But conference sources said 
Nigeria proposed that the guerrillas should 
pledge not to a end the summit, scheduled for 
August 5-8, in exchange for taking their seat 
at the ministers' session. The sources said the 
proposal was rejected both by the guerrillas 
and by their opponents. 

They said a group of at least 29 countries 
was actively trying to win over the less rigid 
Polisario opponents, who included the Cen- 
tral African Republic. Upper Volta, and 
Niger, three of Africa’s poorest countries.

Watson craves for Tulsa title 


TROON. Scotland. July 27 (AP) — Tom 
Watson has achieved some milestones. He's 
secured his place in golfing history. He has 
acquired membership in some of the game's 
most elite company. But there still are goals 
to achieve. 

The next one is at Southern Hills in Tulsa. 
Oklahoma. That's the American PGA 
National Championship. "That's the one 1 
haven't won,” Watson said. "That's wha* 
they'll say. That I haven't won the PGA. 
Well, what about Arnold Palmer?" 


For one thing. Palmer, who has never man- 
aged to win the PGA. has just been tied. by- 
Watson. in the matter of major tournament 
victories. Each has seven. So do Gene Sara- 
zen and Harry Vardon. 

Ahead of Watson now are Gary player and 
Ben Hogan, each with nine. Walter Hagen, 
with 1 1, Bobby Jones, with 13 (of which six 
were National Amateur titles), and Jack 
Nicklaus. with a record 17. ten more than 
Watson. 


NickJaus' record may be out of reach for 
the 32-year-old Watson. But Tom's triumph 
in the British Open recently gave him two 
distinctions that even the mighty Nicklaus has 
not achieved. It tied him with Hagen for the 
most British Open victories by an American: 
Four. Nicklaus has won three. 


And it made him only the fifth man in the 
history of this ancient game to win the British 
and American Opens in the same year. The 
last was Lee Trevino, in 197 1. The others 
were Hogan in 1953. Sarazen in 1932 and 
Jones in 1 930.

WARREN, Ohio, July 27 (AP) — The 
easiest thing for Ray “Boom Boom" Manrini 
to do now would be to hang up his boxing 
gloves, invest his winnings and sell his story to 
Hollywood. 

But Manrini has boxing in his blood, inher- 
ited from a father whose promising career 
■was stunted by World War II. And the 21- 
year-old showed Saturday he has lost none of 
the intensity that broughthim the World Box- 
ing Association lightweight championship in 
May. 

He -pummeled Venezuelan Ernesto 
Espana, the WBA’s top challenger and 
former-champion, with more than 50 sixth- 
round punches before referee Stanley Chris- 
todoulo stopped the bout after the bell had 
sounded. 

Die cheering of a wildly partisan crowd 
estimated at 17,500 made the bell inaudible, 
but Christ odoulo stood by his decision. 

“I feel very proud about this victory, 
because he’s a* worthy contender,” Manrini 
said. “I hit him with a shot and be came 
stumbling off the ropes. If he wasn’t going to 
go down then, he would have gone the next 
round.” • 

ibe most famous spectator was Sylvester 
Stallone, whose “Rocky” movies have 
helped pump new interest into the sport. It 
was suggested after the bout that Manrini 
might also have a future in the movies. “I fee 1 
very flattered and Td like to meet him (Stal- 


lone)," Manrini said. “Right now, boxing is 
my career and the money is good. But Fm 
very flattered by ahy other possibility." 

Despite superior height and a longer reach, 
Espana was unable to keep Manrini away 
with his jab. Manrini, in fact, used the tactic 
more effectively than the challenger. “I was 
surprised at how ] jabbed him,” Manrini said.

Unquestionably, however, Mandni’s big- 
gest asset Saturday was his tireless attack. He 
began to assert himself in the third round, and 
when he flew out of his corner at Espana to 
start 'the fifth round.-it became apparent the 
fight would not last the scheduled 15 rounds.

The victory improved Manrini to 24-1 , his 
only loss coming to WBC champion Alexis 
Arguello. Espana, 27, dropped to 34-5.

Thirty confirm 
entry for Asiad

organizing committee of Asian Games, told 
the press at Hyderabad, capital of south 
Indian state Andhra Pradesh, that two 
nations.

Singh said this year s Games would be the 
biggest-ever. The number of participants 
would be around 7,000 compared to 3.200 
representing 25 nations in the last Asiad held 
in Bangkok, he said adding that the number 
of disciplines (21) would also be an all-time 
record. 

Singh, who is also a junior minister in 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's government, 
said India also hoped to be in a position to 
host the Olympic in 1992. 


Chinese star 
applies for 
U.S. asylum 

SAN FRANCISCO. July 27 (AP) — 
Chinese star Hu Na. who disappeared during 
Federation Cup play last week, formally 
applied Monday for political asylum in the 
United States. 

San Francisco lawyer Edward C.Y. Lau 
said in a prepared statement that he filed the 
official papers with the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

“Hu has retained counsel to represent her 
in this asylum application because she does 
not speak English and docs not fully under- 
stand the American legal system.'* he said. 

The immigration Service's district director, 
David lichen, said one of his officers inter- 
viewed the tennis star Monday about “why 
she thinks she's eligible for asylum status.’’ 

“She has the burden of establishing that 
she has been persecuted or has a well- 
founded fear of persecution if she returns 
based on race, religion, nationality, political 
opinion or membership in a particular social 
group. One of those is enough, but you make 
a better case if you can prove several." said 
Uchert, who refused to comment on the qual- 
ity of Hu's case. 

lichen said the case will be sent within the 
next two weeks to the U.S. State Depart- 
ment, which w-ill “render an advisory opin- 
ion. But this office will make the final deci- 
sion." 

Lau said Hu. 19. wrho has not been seen 
publicly since July 20, “Has been safe and 
comfonable. She is in seclusion and is unav- 
ailable for public comment at her own 
request made to me personally." the attorney 
said. “‘She has told me that she wants the 
situation to remain that way until the gov- 
ernment has decided whether to grant her 
asylum application." 

The attorney said he had informed 
authorities about her desire for asylum and 
“communicated that fact directly to the 
Chinese officials who were with her team." 

“They have known about the situation 
since early Wednesday morning, although for 
their own reasons, they may have decided not 
to comment on it publicly." he said. Shen 
Jianqui. captain of the Chinese tennis team, 
stayed behind when his team returned to Pek- 
ing. 

“I’m waiting for my player’s return. I hope 
sbe will return to our team." Jianqui said. “I 
don’t know where she is now. I'm still worried 
about her safery. She's so young. She only 
knows few words of English.'* 

Jianqui said the rest of the team had 
returned to Peking, but he stayed behind in 
the hope that Hu Na would be’traced before 
the 32-nation Federation Cup Tennis Tour- 
nament ended Sunday, but the 19-year-old 
Hu was still missing. 

“I don’t know where she is. I don't know 
the real situation." Jianqui said, adding “the 
host United States, who had the responsibil- 
ity for the safety of our team, has the respon- 
sibility to Find where she is and help her 
return to China.” But U.S. immigration offi- 
cials denied knowing her whereabouts. 

Ilchert would neither confirm nor deny 
repons that he had been contacted by indi- 
viduals claiming to represent Hu. David 
Gray, general secretary for the Paris-based 
International Tennis Federation (ITF) that 
sponsored the tennis tournament in Santa 
Clara, said Sunday that attorneys had told the 
State Department that Hu wanted political 
asylum and that they had asked the depart- 
ment to "reassure the Chinese consulate that 
the girl is safe." 

.Andrea Fletcher, one of two Americans 
who helped coach the Chinese women, said 
Monday she became concerned when Hu 
failed to turn up for practice.

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BAFFLING RESPONSE 

Instead of welcoming the Palestinian announcement 
accepting the U.N. resolutions relevant to the Palestinian 
question, the U.S. government has officially scorned it. 
gravely embarrassing PLO Chief YasseF Arafat. 

Arafat said two days ago that he would recognize the resolu- 
tions and went as far as signing a document presented to him 
by U.S. congressmen to that effect. He was. thereby, conced- 
ing to an American demand that the PLO must acknowledge 
Israel’s right to exist as implied by the resolutions. The price 
would be official American-PLO dialogue although there was 
nothing in the American offer to indicate that the dialogue 
could lead to a rectification of the immense wrongs suffered by 
the Palestinians as a result of American involvement. 

The PLO took the historic decision even as American- 
supplied warplanes and ammunition were raining death on 
Palestinian and Lebanese families in beleaguered West 
Beirut. The U.S. should have received the announcement with 
gratitude and enthusiasm as a sign of possible improvement in 
tire Middle East situation and a road sign toward stability in 
the region. 

Hopefully, the White House rejection was made to placate 
the Israelis and avoid shocking them into believing that the 
U.S. might be inching closer to a fair relationship with the 
Arabs through the Palestinians. Perhaps more time is needed 
for the U.S. government, under Reagan in particular, to real- 
ize the enormity of its misguided policy in the Middle East. In 
fact, there is hardly any meaningful policy at all except ad hoc 
solutions for transient crises. 

This is a time for major policy decisions requiring rare 
leadership courage to find lasting solutions for intractable 
problems. The Palestinians have already made the supreme 
sacrifice by losing scores of thousands of men. women and 
children to the U.S.-Israeli war machine. Over half a million 
of them are refugees for the fourth time since the imposition of 
Israel on Palestine. And they have agreed to recognize the fact 
of Israeli existence and to form their own state on any liber- 
ated part of territory. 

The question is really whether the U.S. has that kind of 
leadership at present or sufficient courage to stand up to Israel 
and say enough is enough. 

As for the Arabs, they have now realized that the United 
States has never been and will never be their friend. By 
openly supporting and encouraging Israel to kill Arab women 
and children, the United States has not only identified 
itself with the Zionist enemy, but also became part of it. j 
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Islanders 
wreck Reagan’ s 
missile plan

WASHINGTON — 

A tiny group of Pacific islanders have been caus- 
ing more trouble to President Reagan’s nuclear 
weapons program than the rest of the United States 
peace movement put together. 

The islanders from the Marshall chain of coral 
atolls and shallow lagoons have been holding a 
"sail- in" in waters used as a test firing range for 
intercontinental ballistic missiles. The missiles are 
launched from Vandenburg Air Force Base in 
California and the unarmed warheads plonk down. 
4.200 miles later, either on the islands or in the sea 
surrounding them. 

The Pentagon is particularly irritated about the 
protests because the need for the range is increasing 
with the first tests or the huge new MX missfle only 
six months away. This fact has not escaped the 
notice of the American peace movement and a 
group from the National Council of Churches was 
recently in the Marshall Islands urging people to 
join the anti-nuclear movement. 

The "sail-in" by about 400 of the 6.000 islanders 
has included a “sit-in" on the Kwajalein Atoll 
which is rented by the U.S. government for $9 
million a year under an agreement concluded last 
month. 

The U.S. has been using the Marshall Islands for 
nuclear-related tests since 1946. On one atoll, 
Bikini. 28 nuclear devices were exploded in the late 
1940s and early 1950s. malting the island unin- 
habitable. Another atoll was literally blown to 
smithereens. 

Under a United Nations trusteeship agreement 
that effectively made the U.S. a “protector’’ of the 
Marshallese, the islanders have been shunted from 
one atoll to another at the will of the nuclear plan- 
ners in Washington. The islanders have become 

increasingly fed up. 

In 1 964 they began to show some of the latent 
effects of radiation poisoning, such as thyroid 
tumors. By the beginning of 1 978 some of the islan- 
ders from Bikini, who had been allowed to return 
after the tests ended, were showing internal radia- 
tion levels nearly twice the U.S. maximum safety 
standard. 

In 1 979 islanders carried out a six-week “sail-in" 
around Kwajalein. forcing a new agreement with 
the LI.S. Last month the Reagan administration 
agreed to pay S9 million a year for the privilege of 
landing its unarmed warheads on or near Kwa- 
jalein. The islanders are also asking for $100 mil- 
lion for the thousands of claims for personal and 
property damage. 

In the most recent “sail-in" a group of landow- 
ners is trying to increase the $9 million payment to 
$16 million but the U.S. says it is not prepared to 
pay. Indeed, the Pentagon has held up an outstand- 
ing $2 million payment to the Marshallese because, 
says the Pentagon, the protesters have prevented 
the “unencumbered" use of the Kwajalein Atoll 
and have thus not.maintained the rental agreement 
. that requires it to be available to the U.S. "in good 
order”. 

*The U.S- seems surcessfully' to have divided the 
Marshall Islands president. Amata Kabua, from the 
protesters. Kabua has been on Kwajalein trying to 
persuade the protesters to give in, but with limited 
success. 

The Pentagon, meanwhile, is determined to con- 
tinue its tests of the unarmed missiles. “There is no 
way they (the protesters) wfil shut down the opera- 
tion." said a Pentagon spokesman. He promised 
another test shot,sail-in or no sail-in. The date of the 
firing was still secret.he said. (ONS) 



Lebanon war putting new strains on Israel’ s shaky economy

TEL AVIV - 

Israel's war in Lebanon has placed new strains on 
an economy already burdened with high military 
spending and undermined government hopes of 
bringing inflation below the 1 00 percent mark. So 
far the government says the conflict has cost more 
than $1 billion, with an additional $500 million 
needed for the replacement of military equipment. 

After long talks, the government last Thursday 
said it had agreed with employers and the Histadrut 
trade union organization on how to raise an extra $1 
billion to help finance the "Peace for Galilee" 
operation launched on June 6. The deal which 
includes a 20 billion shekel ($800 million) compul- 
sory war loan from companies and employees along 
with cuts in government spending, is in addition to 
measures already introduced last month designed 
to raise an extra $600 million for the treasury. The 
mid-June measures included raising value added 
tax from 12 to 15 percent, the imposition of a two 
percent levy on the sale of securities on the Tel Aviv 
slock exchange and a $2 to $5 tax on Israeli citizens 
traveling abroad. 

Industry and Trade Minister Gideon Part claims 
that "the economy was as well prepared for the war 
as the army" Although up to 60 percent of the 


workforce in some industries had been called up as 
army reservists, production had only fallen by five . 
percent in June, he told a press conference. 

But Meir Heth, chairman of the Tel Aviv stock 
exchange board, says that it is too early to assess the 
overall economic impact of the war. “ The fighting is 
still going on," be pointed out. 

An economist attached to a foreign embassy said 
the cost of the war could top the $2 billion level. 
"It s difficult to say how much military equipment 
win have to be replaced. Obviously this does not 
have lo happen all at once, but the cost of tanks and 
planes wiD eat into the budget," the economist said. 

Defense imports, mostly from the United States, 
last year cost $2.4 billion, increasing the balance of 
payments deficit to around $4.4 billion. 

Total imports were valued at around $15.6 bil- 
lion compared with exports of about $11 billion. 
The gap is financed by U.S. aid to around $2.5 
billion a year, an annual $400 million from West 
Germany, bond sales and contributions from Jew- 
ish organizations abroad. 

While estimates of the cost of the war vary, 
economists are agreed that the conflict has under- 
mined all hope of reducing the inflation rate to 
under 1 00 percent a year. 

In June the consumer price index shot up by six 


percent, tbe highest June rise since Israel ocennied 
Palestine in 1948. This took annua] inflation to*125 
percent, up from last year’s 101 percent and 
approaching the record 133 percent of 1980. The 
war has had a serious impact on tbe tourist industry, 
worth $956 million to Israel in 1981. 

Tourism ministry officials predict that receipts 
from tourism will be down by at least $100 million 
on last year. In June there was a 22 percent slump in 
the number of tourist visitors — 69,000 compared 
with 90,000 the year before. 

But despite tbe costs, bankers and foreign 
economists believe the war may help the govern- 
ment to impose unpopular measures. State com- 
ptroller Yitzhak Tunik has pointed to a growing 
disproportion between the country’s economic pos- 
ition and the growth in living standards, with real 
wages rising by 10 percent last year. 

"Finance Minister Yoram Aridor may be nying 
to push through measures now wfaicch be always 
wanted," said one economist commenting on the 
government's talks with the Histadrut. 

As a result of Thursday’s financial agreement, 
most wage earners will pay a compulsory loan of 
four percent of their gross salary from last month 
until April next year. Low earners will pay two 
percent and high earners five percent. Those below 


tbe tax threshold and pensioners will be exempt. 

The self-employed and comraines will have to 
purchase war loan bonds in 10 monthly install- 
ments. The bonds will have a maturity of 14 years, 
ihey will be issued with a choice of linkage, either 
to the dollar without interest, or to 80 percent of the 
"-rise in tbe consumer price index, with interest of one 
percent. 

The war is also likely to boost Israels foreign 
debts. Current overseas debis are estimated in the 
region of $18 billion. “There is some concern 
abroad about the level of debt but Israel has no 
problem financing it because there is a feeling that 
the Unitea States is the. ultimate guarantor." said a 
Western banker. (R)

UNITED NATIONS — 

India may replace China as the most populous 
nation within 30 years if the current Indian trend 
continues and China achieves its goal of zero popu- 
lation growth, according to a new analysis. 

The just-published international Encyclopaedia of 
Population, which makes the projection, also notes 
that old people are among the world's fastest grow- 
ing groups. The authors, scholars assembled by 
'Columbia University's Center for Population and 
Family Health, say that by the year 2000 there will 
be 349 miflion persons aged 65 or moie in developing 
countries alone, 74 percent above the 1 980 torals. 

China, which has held censuses since the 11th 
century B.C. and is now conducting another, is 
expected to report an even billion population later 
this year . The mid- 2 982 estimate of India's popu- 
lation was just over 71 1 million. 

Dr. John Ross, the Encyclopaedia 's editor-in- 
chief, said in an interview that if China's current low 
population growth rate held or was reduced and 
India’s' rate of two percent continued, the In dians 
would be ahead by the year 2010. 

Addressing demographers and others at a U.N. 
meeting to launch the Encyclopaedia, which is pub- 
lished by MacMillan at $1 25, Dr. Ross said that 
despite the recent easing of the global population 
growth rate, levels are still too high and concern for 
the over-all problem must remain. 


Rafael Salas, head of the UJ4. Fund for Popula- 
tion Activities, told the same audience that popula- 
tion questions that were unpalatable or unmention- 
able In the U.N. system as recently as 1969 now 
ranked among the priorities in national develop- 
ment pl anning and were universally recognized.; 
Still, he said, some UJ4. delegates needed to be 
educated on the subject. 

The Encyclopaedia remarked on China's change 
of heart on birth control. "The objectives for the 
future include popularizing the one-child famil y as 
an ideal for afi of China and limiting the size of the 
population to less than 1 2 billion by the year 
2000," the authors of the China section said. 

They add that there has been a marked change in 
China's official attitude toward science in general 
and the social sciences in particular since the down- 
fall of the “Gang of Four." 

MacMillan published the Encyclopaedia in a pro- 
ject with Columbia University's Medical College. 
In the section on resources and population, Ronald 
Ridker of the World Bank and Elizabeth Cecelski 
of the International Labor Office conclude that 
while the average person in 1 982 is better off than 
his parents or grandparents were, there are severe 
problems with the distribution of these benefits. 

There are more poor people, the poorest coun- 
tries have benefited least and the gap between 
developed and developing nations has widened, the 
authors state. 


Predicting that low-cost petroleum resources will 
last well beyond the year 2000, they observe that 
.the principal danger is not the imminent exhaustion 
of supplies but increasing dependence on foreign 
energy resources. 

"Earring tbe next quarter to half century, the 
world will be faced with a series of transition prob- 
lems requiring.the substitution of one resource for 
another, in particular shifting from reliance on pet- 
roleum and natural gas to other fuels. In the pro- 
cess, some countries and groups within countries 
will be hurt, while others benefit, they said. 

With uncertainties and risks mounting, the world 
may become an increasingly dangerous place, they 
add. They advocate restricting population growth in 
order to slow the speed with which many problems 
must be solved and to reduce the ultimate global 
population that would have to be sustained once 
zero growth was reached. 

“Each -new human birth entails an additional 
packet of resource and environmental problems ’* 
the UJ*J, scientists observed. 

The UJM. presides over the bulk of total popula- 
tion assistance to the developing world, whit* has 
grown 100 times in two decades to about $<00 
million annually, 70 percent of it for birth control 
programs. 

Asia and the Pacific region have received the 
largest shares of this aid. The United. States is the 
principal donor, followed by Japan, Sweden Nor- 
way and West Germany. (R)

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Hong Kong gets tough

HONG KONG (R) — Hong Kong's deci- 
sion to lock up new Vietnamese arrivals fle- 
eing their homeland marks the end of what 
little welcome was left for boat people in 
Southeast Asia. 

Seven years after North Vietnam con- 
quered the South, about half-a-million Viet- 
namese have fled in search of a new life in a 
world that is increasingly reluctant to take 
them in. 

Their overcrowded boats get a cold recep- 
tion in Southeast Asia where now only the 
international relief agencies stQl treat them as 
genuine refugees and the only asylum they 
get is behind barbed wire. 

In March there were just over 40,000 Vie- 
tnamese in camps in the region compared 
with 1 80.000 in September 1 979. But predic- 
tions on whether the figure will fall further 
depend on who is making them. 

The United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees (UNHCR) says that this year 
more have been resettled in countries such as 
the United States and Canada than .have 
landed. One UNHCR official said monthly 
arrivals in Southeast Asia this year averaged

30 percent fewer than last year, and attri- 
buted it to tougher measures by Vietnamese 
authorities to prevent people leaving. 

But the region’s governments are more 
apprehensive. They say reduced resettlement 
quotas introduced this year by the United 
States could leave with thousands of Viet- 
namese nobody wants. They attribute the 
decreased departures from Vietnam not to 
Hanofs deterrents but their own. These are 
aimed at making life in a refugee camp less 
attractive than in Ho Chi Minh City. 

The Thai national security chief. Sq uadron 
Leader Prasong Soonsiri. warned Western 
‘ countries this month against reducing their 
quotas any further, hinting that if they did 
Bangkok would take a harder line against 
fleeing Vietnamese. 

He told a conference of international aid 
agencies there was no end to the exodus in 
sight and that Thailand feared it was being 
left to carry the burden alone. Thai officials 
describe recent Vietnamese arrivals as 
economic migrants and say they are unskilled 
peasants or workers with little hope of reset- 
tlement

Firms face closure 

Recession cripples Mexico

MEXICO CITY (R) — Recession is biting 
deeply into eveiy level of Mexican industry, 
with big companies reeling from the effects of 
. government cuts, a peso devaluation and cre- 
dit squeeze and thousands of smaller firms 
headed for bankruptcy. 

Bankers say the government appears 
unwilling to let the financial crisis swallow 
big. high-prestige corporations. But the same 
principle does not apply to small firms. “The 
future is very bleak indeed,” said Patty 
Sotelo, coordinator of the commission for 
small and medium-sized businesses. “I don't 
see any overall solution on the horizon.” 

Four years of around eight percent annual 
growth, most of it financed by foreign bank- 
ers and Mexico’s huge oil resources, encour- 
aged Mexican firms to expand at breakneck 
speed, creating 800.000 new jobs a year. 

But the world ofl glut, big balance of pay- 
ments deficits and mounting interest pay- 
ments on its near $80 billion total of foreign 
debt forced Mexico to devalue to peso by 40 
percent in February and introduce an auster- 
ity plan which forecasts zero growth over the 
next 12 months. 

The most spectacular casualty of what one 
banker described as Mexico's classic case of 
economic over-reaching emerged at the end 
of last year when the Alfa group, Mexico’s 
biggest private company, was forced to sus- 
pend repayments on its S2 billion foreign 
debt and seek government aid. - 

Some 10,000 jobs look likely to go by the 
tune the company balances its books suffi- 
ciently to satisfy bankers trying to restructure 
the debt Bankers involved in the talks told 
Reuters closures or state takeovers of several 
of Alfa’s subsidiaries are inevitable. 

This month the government took control of 
the 'ailing airline Compania Mexicans de 
Aviacion, Latin America’s biggest carrier, 
which lost $10 million in the first quarter of 
this .year. 

Mexico’s fourth biggest building firm, 
Constructora General del Norte, announced 
it had suspended repayments on a $50 million 
foreign and ' domestic debt and halved its 
work force. Banking sources said the debt 
was bigger but gave no details. 

A company spokesman said the firm hoped 
the government would help it ride out the 
stonn, but added: “No matter what, 500,000 
jobs will be lost in the construction sector 
alone by the end of this year.” 

Representatives of other major business 
sectors contacted by Reuters appeared to 
confirm the generally gloomy outlook. For 
example a Ford Motor Company spokesman 
said 10 percent of the work force had been 
laid off and shifts reduced. 

Trade spokesman and bankers cited sev- 
eral reasons for the crisis. The devaluation, 
they said, had boosted import costs, dramati- 
cally limiting the flow of vital foreign-made 
supplies and parts while inflating the cost of 
servicing foreign debt. 

A state budget cut of up to eight percent in 
some sectors meant construction and related 


industries were particularly badly bit in a 
country where public sector spending 
accounts for nearly half the gross national 
product. 

A tight credit squeeze and big wage rises 
following the devaluation had also left many 
companies with serious cash-flow problems. 

Over the last year the government has 
taken more than $4 billion out of the banking 
system by obliging banks to buy state bonds 
to finance its projects and cool the economy. 
“The result is that there is simply no money 
left for the private sector and if a business can 
get a loan it has to pay about 50 percent 
interest on it,” one Mexican banker said. 

The business community has pressed the 
government to release many basic items from 
price controls, a measure which would create 
grave problems with the powerful unions who 
form part of the ruling Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI). 

“We are not enemies of the popular 
economy but if prices don’t rise, more firms 
will close and employment will be hit.” said 
Alfonso Panda! Graf, president of the Con- 
federation of Industrial Chambers. 

Many businessmen also favor a relaxation 
of Mexico’s strict and cumbersome foreign 
investment regulations which do not allow 
foreign companies t own more than 49 per- 
cent of a Mexican concern. 

“The scrapping of the rule or at least the 
cutting of red tape could lessen the com- 
panies' dependence on foreign borrowing,” 
said one businessman. Reflecting the seri- 
ousness of the crisis, the price index of Mex- 
ico’ s small stock market is at its lowest level in 
real terms for a decade.

The head of the UNHCR mission in Hong 
Kong. Dolores Lasan, is concerned that the 
British colony, which has about 11 ,500 
refugees, has adopted this approach with its 
decision to detain in closed camps all Viet- 
namese arriving after July 2. 

“X have always encouraged the Hong'Kong 
government not to adopt camps.” she told 
reporters.

She said the agency had pressed the gov- 
ernment not to split up families, as they were 
thinking of doing , and to allow inmates max- 
imum movement within the' camps. She also 
insisted on UNHCR access. “Hong Kong is 
falling into line with the other centers, built 
will have a different impact here because 
Hong Kong has historically been more 
open." 

Refugees who arrived before July 2 could 
take jobs outside their camps. Government 
officials say they had to lessen whar they call 
the pull factor because of reduced resettle- 
ment offers, U.S. pressure for refugee deterr- 
ence and violence in one camp. 

Jafl sentences have been handed out to 41 
refugees who took part in a camp riot in May 
which left 24 persons injured. A UNHCR 
lawyer said it was caused by frustration and 
concern over resettlement. 

Boat people arriving here now have the 
cboice of indefinite detention or continuing 
their journey. None has yet chosen to sail on 
but an official said food and water would be 
offered to any who did. “Whether we would 
repair their boats for them is 'another mat- 
ter,” he said. 

The first boatload to arrive after July 2 was 
raken to an isolated camp at Chi Ma Wan, on 
one of the territory’s outlying islands. 

About 400 detainees live in corrugated 
iroD sheds surrounded by barbed wire and are 
subject to prison-like regulations which carry 
a maximum penalty of 28 days solitary con- 
finement and three months loss of privileges. 

To be effective, the message about the hard 
line has to get back to Vietnam. To Help 
accomplish this the government organized a 
press visit to Chi Ma Wan. where one inmate 
said she expected to leave for the United 
States any day. She knew nothing of Hong 
Kong's new policy but said she preferred the 
camp to South Vietnam. She left because she 
could not get work there, she said. 

An official said the detainees could expect 
to stay “a very long time” in Chi Ma Wan — 
as long as it took for the message to get back 
and the flow to stop. Nobody was w illing to 
guess how long that will be, but the govern- 
ment bad “other measures” if closed camps 
were not deterrent enough. 

The government declines to dicuss these, 
but they would have to be extremely severe to 
scare boat people who have shown them- 
selves willing to run the gauntlet of pirates off 
the Thai coast. 

More than 80 percent of the 455 small . 
refugee boats which arrived in Thailand last 
year reported pirate attacks. Refugees said 
pirates killed 366 of them and attacked about 
600 of their women. 

Attempts to remove this unofficial deter- 
rent provide the only good news boat people 
have had for months. Earlier this month the 
Thai Navy launched a 12-month anti-piracy 
offensive with $3.6 million donated through 
the UNHCR. 

But the refugees’ chances of finding help at 
sea have been reduced following the with- 
drawal from Southeast Asia of a West Ger- 
man hospital ship that saved nearly 10.000 
boat people. 

The vessel Cop Anamur has returned to 
Hamburg after its final mission, carrying the 
last group of 285 refugees which West Ger- 
many was prepared to admit. 

The converted cargo ship, financed by pri- 
vate donations, was forced to stop operating 
after the Bonn Interior Ministry said last 
month it could no longer guarantee asylum 
for refugees. 

West Germany has admitted 20.000 
Indochinese refugees in the last five years but 
its federal states, with one exception, are no 
longer prepared to offer places for the boat 
people. 

Bonn officials have suggested that the Cap 
Anamur ’s presence in the South China Sea 
was encouraging Vietanamese to flee. But 
Rupert Neudeck, head of the emergency doc- 
tors’ committee which chartered her, said the 
South China Sea was far too large for a per- 
son to set sail in the hope of finding a single 
ship. 

He said a French hospital ship, the La 
Geolo , was now operating in the South China 
Sea and would be continuing the work of the 
Cap Anamur , thought it was not as well 
equipped.

Mercy ship sails no more 

Germany halts rescue

COLOGNE (LOS) — A ship which has 
rescued nearly 10,000 Vietnamese boat 
people has ended its three-year mission of 
mercy when it returned from the South 
China Sea to its home port of Hamburg 
Monday. On board were 285 more boat 
people who could well be the last of their 
kdnd that West Germany accepts. 

During its operations, the Cap Anamur 
has rescued 9,507 Vietnamese, all of whom 
have been — or are being — resettled in 
Germany. Nearly half the total number of 
boat people accepted by Germany were 
rescued by Cap Anamur. 

In the current economic situation, and 
with the climate of public opinion increas- 
ingly hostile to refugees from anywhere, the 
.authorities have called a halt. 

The ship was chartered in August 1979 
by a charity group calling itself A Ship for 
Vietnam, since renamed the German 
Committee for Emergency Medical Help. 
The committee raised more than $400,000 
from the public in the first week of an 
appeal for funds. Periodic renewals of the 
appeal have brought in more than $8 mil- 
lion. 

When operations began, the federal gov- 
ernment in Bonn agreed to take all refugees 
rescued by any Geiman ship who were not 
accepted by third countries. 

The various German state governments 
agreed to take the refugees under a quota 
system, with the costs of resettlement split 


between the federal and state authorities. 
But they would not pay for the running of 
Cap Anamur: that was to come from the 
public donations. 

Last year attitudes began to change. The 
state governments, worried by a growing 
hostility to foreigners and the cost of sup- 
porting increasing numbers of refugees 
from other Third World countries and 
Eastern Europe, called for a review of pro- 
cedures for their admission. 

In March new “principles for the admis- 
sion of foreigners on humanitarian 
grounds" were agreed, enabling the state 
governments to get out of their quota 
arrangements for the Vietnamese. 

Only Lower Saxony was prepared to take 
more. For the federal Interior Ministry, this 
had to be a “private arrangement, without 
legal obligation”: unless all states agreed 
with the new principles, “refugees who are 
taken aboard by ships under the German 
flag in a systematic search and rescue opera- 
tion” could not be guaranteed admission. 

The federal Finance and Labor Ministries 
have refused to continue providing funds 
for resettling the Vietnamese, and in a 
further twist of the knife, the 284 refugees 
at present aboard Cap Anamur will have to 
apply individually for asylum — a lengthy 
procedure — instead of being admitted in 
one group as before. 

The organizer of the German Committee 
for Emergency Medical Help, Cologne 
journalist Dr. Rupert Neudeck. is bitter at 
the developments. . 


Historicals 
catching up 

PARIS (RFI)— It was in the 1 9th century, 
with Walter Scott, that history, after nourish- 
ing epic poetry, tragedy, ethics, etc., made its 
entry into the novel. Without realizing it, this 
Scots poet created a new genre in literature 
which afterward, having received its letters of 
nobility from the great French romantics like 
Hugo, Vigny. Dumas, Gautier. Merim.ee and 
many others, never again stopped enjqying a 
worldwide success. 

In the last few years however, if the pub- 
lishers’ figures are anything to go by. French 
readers are enjoying the historical novel 
more keenly than in the past. And so his- 
torians. sociologists and even publishers are 
asking themselves the reasons for this sudden 
new interest. In fact they are unanimous in 
recognizing certain facts concerning this 
literary genre in which past and fiction hap- 
pily enrich each other. 

Very well documented (we only have to 
read the trilogy Louisians, Fausse Riviere and 
Bagatelle by Maurice Denuziere, or the won- 
derful adveuture of Rene Madec in LeNabqjb 
by Irene Frain. or lately the Ervamoira by 
Suzanne Chantal. to appreciate the high 
standards of knowledge which the authors 
show in their writing), the historical novel, by 
bringing up an insufficiently known or partly 
known past, is at present the only literary 
genre which enables the reader to learn while 
enjoying himself, without boredom or tedi- 
ous research. Easier and more entertaining to 
read than a college thesis, it enables one to 
improve one's culture while forgetting the 
"serious" and the “didactic." 

Amid the mass of jlightly-inward-looking 
psychological novels which flood our modern 
literature, the historical novel, by its exciting 
themes and unusual characters, provides us 
with a chance of escaping from this new trend 
Quoad le laurier reverdira by Paul-Alexis 
Lada me, Macaire le Copte by Francois 
Weverganz or Le Grand T roquet by Claude 
Poulain). The author at last stops telling us 
about himself — it’s so restful! 

In this tormented and informatiuu- 
saturated end of century, the historical novel 
is undoubtedly the ideal antidote against 
modern fears and anguish, h enables all peo- 
ple who ask themselves the basic questions 
(both readers and writers) to judge the con- 
temporary world in the light of past events 
(Guillaume le Conquerant by Guy Rachet.La 
Colere des Dieux by Daniel Kircher. Las 
Buchers de la Vanite by Andree Barbette or 
'La Porte de Kercabanac by Louis Durand. 

Finally, the French writers seem at last to 
be catching up on and cutting into the En glish 
and American monopoly in the field of the 
historical novel. Good examples are La 
BougainviUee by Fanny Descbamps. La Dame 
de Beaute and La Chambre'des Dames by 
Jeanne Bourin and the marvelous Georgiques 
by Claude Simon. 


Celebrated American critic 

How Pauline made it at the movies

NEW YORK (LOS) — It is said that 
nobody ever put up a statue to a critic. That, 
however, is about the only honor that 
remains to be visited upon Pauline Kae!. ( 

Twenty years ago she was a San Francisco 
housewife writing notes for local film 
societies, broadcasting unpaid reviews on the 
subscription radio station at Berkeley, and 
contributing essays to small magazines and 
film journals. Now, as the New Yorker’s 
movie columnist, she’s the most celebrated 
critic in the history of American cinema. 

Starting with I lost it at the Movies, the 
assembly of polemical essays from coterie 
periodicals that first brought her to national 
prominence in 1965, her every published 
word has been collected in a succession of 
books with comically suggestive titles like 
Going Steady, Deeper into Movies, and When 
the Lights go Down. 

For Deeper into Movies she received the 
National Book Award (the only time the 
prize has gone to a film book). Universities 
from New England to Oregon have given her 
honorary degrees. She’s constantly in 
demand as lecturer and teacher. Directors 
seek her counsel before making the final cut 
on their movies. 

Her influence on reviewers for college 
newspapers is so great that she delays publ- 
ishing jeally hostile notices so they won’t 
have too damaging an effect. 

She is considered sufficiently famous (and 
offensive) for jokes to be made about her in 
big-budget films — some particularly barbed 
remarks were put into Glenda Jackson's 
mouth in Lost and Found. In a Variety poll of 
U.S. exhibitors, she was named the third har- 


dest to please of the nation’s movie review- 
ers. 

Kael is a small, neat, attractive lady with a 
cheeky smile and a youthful manner that 
belies her 63 years. She lives in a remote 
corner of Massachusetts with her grown-up 
daughter and her pets, and slips down to New 
York for a few days of intensive movie-going 
and cultural reconnaissance every couple of 
weeks, staying always at the same quiet, 
modestly priced, socially unfashionable hotel 
much beloved by out-of-town writers just 
down the street from the New Yorker office. 

Her column appears most in the New 
Yorker, the urbane, cosmopolitan. Ang- 
lophile of East Coast journals (a magazine 
that adopted as its trademark a regency 
dandy scrutinising a butterfly through a 
monocle). But she herself has an anti-elitist 
West Coast sensibility, an in concealed con- 
tempt for all things English, and a wild, free- 
wheeling style that mixes slang, show- 
business jargon, academic erudition, writ. Ad 
hominem abuse, and personal impressions in 
a wholly individual way. 

Popular success came late, and this no 
doubt gave her a particular feeling for the 
agonies ■ and frustrations of American 
moviemakers. She was bom on a farm in 
northern California in 1 91 9, and educated at 
Berkeley, where she worked her way through 
college studying philosophy and English lit- 
erature. and briefly taught both subjects. 

As an undergraduate during the Depres- 
sion she developed a powerful independence 
that distanced her from both the rich kids 
who drifted through the university unaware 
of the economic crisis and the left-wingers 
who sought refuge in ideologies that saved

them from inspecting the reality around 
them. 

The publication of ! Lost it at die Movies 
brought her to the East Coast as a best-selling 
author, talk-shoe celebrity and scourge of the 
critical establishment But the initial passage 
was not smooth. She first became the movie 
reviewer for McCall 's, the self-styled family 
magazine of “togetherness”, only to be fired 
after a hostile piece about The Sound of 
Music. 

She then joined the liberal weekly New 
Republic and quit when they refused to carry 
her laudatory essay on Bonnie and Clyde. Wil- 
liam Shawn, the editor of New Yorker, a 
movie buff and long-time admirer of Kaers 
work, took the Bonnie and Clyde article (the 
New Yorker rarely accept material others 
have rejected) and signed her up to alternate 
for six monthly stints with Penelope Gillian, 
whose Observer reviews she had frequently 
pilloried. 

Kael and Gillian were paid identical- 
salaries. though Kael chose, and was allowed 
to write pieces three or four times longer than 
Gillian's. When her colleague scripted Sun - 
day Bloody Sunday, Kael wrote a long, ser- 
pentine review that was a model of tact. In the 
late 1 970s both departed. Gillian in ill-health 
to devote herself-to fiction. Kael in a blaze of 
publicity to become a producer at Para- 
mount. 

Fortunately — for the New Yorker at least 
— Hollywood did not take to Kael nor she to 
it. and she returned with material for a devas- 
tating piece on the sate of the movie business, 
kicking off with the characteristic lines: 

“The movies have been so rank the last 
couple of ye^rs that when I see people lining 
up to buy" tickets I sometimes think that the 
movies aren’t drawing an audience — they’re 
inheriting an audience.” 

But in the fanfare that greeted Kael’s 
rerum to the critical fold, there was a cruel, 
dissonant note — from the trumpet of her 
brilliant New Yorker colleague and former 
New York Times movie critic Renata Adler. It 
suggested that Kaer s latest compilation was 
“not simply. Jarringly, piece by piece, line by 
line, and without interruption, worthless. It 
turns out to embody something appalling and 
widespread in the culture.” 

Kael declined to comment on Adler’s arti- 
cle, seeing it as yet another attack of a kind 
familiar in the New York cultural scene, and 
especially prevalent in its movie branch. But 
unpleasant as the article was. Adler’s merci- 
less broadside did damage. Kael’s reputation. 
Most especially it focused attention on die 
repetitiveness, the self-parodic aspects of her 
style, the scatology. the glib verbal coinages. 
Yet for all Adler's (eliing arguments, Kael 
has that capacity all good critics have of 
enlarging our appreciation of art and 
encouraging us to engage in arguments with 
her. as she argues with herself. 

And in an open letter to her more querul- 
ous correspondents she provided a devastat- 
ing defense of her practice: “My dear 
anonymous letter writers, if you think it so 
easy to a critic, so difficult to be a poet or a 
painter or a film experimenter, may I suggest 
you try both? You may discover why there 
are so few critics, so many poets.”

Assault on office problems fails 


Land, precious , 
says biologist

VIENNA (R) — A leading marine biolog- 
ist has advocated that nuclear waste should 
be simply dumped in the sea. arguing that the 
land is more precious and vulnerable than the 
oceans. 

C.L. Osterberg. a former director or the 
marine research department of the Vienna- 
based International Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA), wrote in the latest IAEA bulletin 
that the world's oceans already contained 
considerable radioactivity from natural 
sources, and were capable of processing 
waste through a constant self-cleansing 
mechanism. 

His argument, described as a personal 
opinion, goes against the currently accepted 
view that nuclear waste, mainly from power 
reactors, should be stored deep underground 
on land. 

It is also likely to bring howls of protest 
from environmentalists, who argue that the 
seas are already polluted enough and the 
introduction of nuclear waste could lead to 
contamination of humans through marine 
life. 

At present the dumping of high-level nuc- 
lear materia] in the sea is prohibited under a 
1972 international convention, though it 
allows the disposal of some low-level nuclear 
waste. 

Osterbcrg. an American now working for 
the U.S. Energy Department in Washington, 
said recent research showed the ocean con- 


tained much more natural radiation chan was 
first thought. ' 

Research at the IAEA's marine laboratory 
at Monaco bad shown that concentrations of 
natural radiation in the digestive tracts of 
certain marine animals were several hundred 
fltnes the dose received by an average human. 

The ocean contained about 1.000 times 
more natural radiation than all that man's 
technology has produced until now. he said, 
adding that man-made radiation was also 
shorter-lived and often less toxic than 
nature's. 

Osterberg cited a problem that had 
recently emerged in the United Stares of how 
to dispose of some 100.000 cubic meters of 
soil slightly contaminated during early work 
on the atom bomb 

The soil contained about five curies of 
uranium-238. As a comparison the seas con- 
tain over one billion curies of natural 
uranium-238, and the top inch (2.5 centimet- 
ers) of the ocean floor holds several million 
more, he said. 

Pointing out that the Mississippi River 
alone adds a further 363 curies a year to the 
ocean's stock. Osterberg asked: "Can five 
more curies possibly matter?" 

Osterberg also wrote that it was generally, 
although not universally, acknowledged that 
the ocean can accept some wastes at a certain 
rare without observable effects on marine 
life. 

While the sea's cleansing mechanisms had 
been badly overloaded in shallow coastal 
waters where circulation was poor, the open 
oceans were relatively free from pollution, be 
said. 

If our wastes are judiciously dumped in the 
infinitely greater volume of water offshore. 


or where currents ensure rapid removal and 
mixing, the carrying capacity should be 
appreciably greater, enough to serve mank- 
ind indefinitely, he added. 

Data from the Enewetak and Bikini atolls 
in Pacific Ocean, scene of many U.S. nuclear 
bomb tests, showed that although the land 
and lagoon were heavily contaminated by 
radioactive fallout, the lagoon recovered 
muchjnore rapidly. The radioactive matter 
settled to the bottom or was flushed into 
deeper waters. Osterberg said. 

While marine life recovered ’ relatively 
quickly, providing food for the islanders, 
land-based food sources such as coconuts and 
land crabs were still too contaminated to eat 
years later. 

While the ocean had demonstrated an abil- 
ity to take care of itself, ground water under 
the land was particularly vulnerable to leak- 
age of radioactive material from land-based 
storage sites, be said. 

“The people drinking untreated groundw- 
ater have the most to fear from the current 
attitudes against sea disposal, which leave 
only our precious land as a receptacle of civil- 
ization’s most toxic wastes." he added. 

He said that if any part of the planet earth 
deserved special treatment, it was the land, 
on which people depended for living space 
and 85 percent of their food. 

“If the earth, seas and skies are all part of 
one ecosystem, how can we justify protecting 
only the seas while punishing the land?" 

“Especially because the land is more pre- 
cious. more limi ted, and more vulnerable — 
the land is the weak link." 

A nuclear expert here described Oster- 
berg's thesis as interesting and controversial, 
but too simplistic. 


Lupins fit 
forhumans 

LONDON (LPS) — Two Scottish univer- 
sities are combining to develop the food 
potential of the lupin. 

“The seed of the agricultural lupin contains 
up to 40 percent protein.'' explains Dr. Grant 
Reid from the department of biochemistry at 
Stirling University in Scotland’s central reg- 
ion, who is linking with the chemistry 
department at Aberdeen University on the 
project. “Our research is aimed at showing 
whether it is possible to breed lupins with an 
even higher protein yield.” 

Because the lupin is a legume, it can fix 
nitrogen and therefore can be grown without 
expensive fertilizers. It also thrives in poor 
sandy soO which would be unsuitable for 
other crops and can survive in dry conditions. 

"The lupin is already grown for food in 
subsistence agricultural economies of South 
America and parts of North Africa." says Dr. 
Reid. “It is also grown in Western Australia 
as an out-of-season crop where the main crop 
is soya beans. Indeed, the lupin can grow in 
conditions where a soya crop would fail." 

The agricultural lupin 1 is very different 
from the garden lupin, which is poisonous. 
The agricultural lupin has seeds 10 times as 
big as garden lupin, looking rather like white 
beans. The green part — of the plant is also 
edible, particularly for animals. 

The Scottish researchers are looking at the 
carbohydrate in the cell walls of the lupin 
which makes up to 30 percent of the seed's 
dry weight. This is a storage-carbohydrate 
providing food for seedlings after germina- 
tion. 

The big question is whether the weight per- 
centage of carbohydrate can be reduced and 
the protein percentage increased. "We think 
that it can and. once our research on the 
overall biological functions of the lupin car- 
bohydrate is complete, we hope that plant 
breeders and agronomists can take our find- 
ings and breed better agricultural lupins." 
says Dr. Reid. 

Although lupins have mainly been used as 
a foodstuff for animals, they can be made fit 
for human consumption as well. In fact there 
is an extraordinary case of a banquet held in 
1917 by a German profeesor called Dr. 
Thoms who set out to demonstrate to his 
guests just how versatile the lupin can be. The 
menu consisted of lupin soup, followed by 
lupin beefsteak roasted in lupin oil and sea- 
soned with lupin extract, bread with a 20 
percent lupin content, lupin margarine, 
cheeses made from lupin albumen and lupin 
coffee. The tablecloth was made from lupin 
fiber and the guests washed their hands with 
lupin soap.

Dear Doctor Steincrohn: I am 26 and jogged every day for five years 
before marriage. Now that we have a fine baby boy. I'm already 
thinking ahead a few months from now so I can take up jogging again. 
But. a friend has said something that has worried me. According to 
her, if I do so, I'fl have trouble with prolapse of my uterus. Is this true? 
Does becoming a mother mean that jogging will be a forbidden sport? 
I hate to think this is so. — Mrs. T. 

Dear Mrs. T.: Much will depend upon whether or not you have 
sustained any severe injuries to muscles and ligaments in your pelvic 
region during childbirth. If you haven’t, then you will have no predis- 
position to prolapse of your uterus. Jogging in itself may be no more 
detrimental than straining, lifting or coughing. According to Edward 
C. Hill. M.D. of University School of Medicine. “Jogging probably 
would not be as harmful as carrying a 20-30 pound bag of groceries 
from the car into the house." If your pelvic tissues are healthy. Mrs. 
T.. obesity and lack of good muscle tone contribute more to prolapse 
of the uterus than joggmg. It's evident, therefore, that you should get 
a report from your doctor before you resume your favorite sport.

For Mr. W.: Some studies have shown that patients like yourself 
who have passed calcium stones, also have a high concentration of 
uric acid in the urine. In many cases, cutting down high intake of 
meat, fish and poultry, there will be a reduction in uric add crystals 
around which some cateium stones form.

Cuba troops to stay 
in Angola- -Castro

H AV ANA. July 27 (R) — President Fide! 
Castro has said that Cuban troops in Angola 
would strongly resist any invasion of. the 
country by South Africa. " 

He also said that Cuban troops would stay 
in Angola until South Africa pulls out of 
Namibia (Southwest Africa), although be 
added that the Angolan government had 
ruled out any linkage betweeen the two with- 
drawals. President Castro issued his warning 
to Pretoria not to invade Angola during a 
three-hour speech Monday night marking the 
20th anniversary of the attack he led on the. 
Mocada Barracks, his first attempt to over- 
throw dictator Fulgencio Batista. 

Castro said little about the United States 
and did not mention the Reagan administra- 
tion. But he criticized Washington for not 
allowing ^uerto Ricans to attend the Central 
American games that are scheduled to open 
in Havana Aug. 7.

American pleads 
guilty in guns case 

WASHINGTON. July 27 (AP)— Wallace 
Lloyd Klink- an associate of former CIA 
agent Edwin Wilson, pleaded guilty Monday 
to a firearms violation involving the illegal 
transport of handguns from one state to 
another. 

The Federal Bureau of Alcohol. Tobacco 
and firearms said one of the guns was used In 
Bonn. West Germany, in May 1 980 to assas- 
sinate Outran El-Mehdawi. a former Libyan 
government official. The 59-year-old Klink. 
a retired sergeant major in the U.S. Army 
special forces, had worked for Wilson in 
Libya to train Libyan troops, then moved to 
Wilson's farm in UpperviHe, Virginia. 

Wilson, who is in federal custody in lieu of 
a S20 million bond, is a former fugitive who 
was indicted last Monday in Houston on 
charges that he conspired to illegally export 
40.000 pounds of plastic explosives. He also 
was indicted in Aug. 1981 in Washington on 
other federal charges involving explosives. 

Michael J. Bregman. special agent in 
charge of the Washington district office, said 
Wilson telephoned Klink in March 1979 
from overseas and instructed him to obtain 
four pistols in .38 and .357 calibers: 

According to the federal agency official. 
Klink obtained the guns in Fayetteville. 
North Carolina, returned to Virginia, and, on 
instructions from Wilson. r turned the guns 
over to another Wilson associate. 


of peace.' 7 Castro said of the situation in 
Angola.

“But we warn that if South African troops 
attack the republic of Angola in depth and 
reach our lines, we will fight back very seri- 
ously.” he added. 

The president said Angola had rejected 
any formal -linkage between a Cuban with- 
drawal and South Africa’s departure from 
Nambia. He added that Pretoria’s troops were 
in the former German colony as “illegal 
occupants and aggressors" while the Cubans 
were in Angola as allies. 

Cuba had an agreement “to withdraw 
gradually from Angola when South African 
troops withdraw from Namibia to other side 
of the Orange River, when all danger of exter- 
nal aggression against Angola ceases and 
when the imperialists stop supporting puppet 
organizations like Unita (National Union for 
the Total Independence of Angola)-” 

“We have already fought against the fas- 
cist ; racist South Africans once and they are 
familiar with the tenacity and courage of our 
combatants," the president added. “It would 
be best if ' the imperialists and their cohorts do 
not promote adventures of this kind.” 

He called for a “reasonable and just” solu- 
tion in Namibia and suggested that Cuba's 
enemies “abandon threats because they are 
not going to intimidate us.”

Commercial TV 
swamps cultures 

MEXICO CITY. July 27fR) — The spread 
of commercial television could impoverish 
the development of individual national cul- 
tures, a leading United Nations official told 
the opening of a 120-nation conference 
Monday. 

Amadou-Mahtar M'Bow of Senegal, 
director general of the United Nations Edu- 
cation. Scientific and Cultural Organization 
(UNESCO), told delegates at the confer- 
ence’s inaugural session that world cultures 
were becoming more uniform. He said this 
was partly due to recent technological 
advances, including satellite broadcasting, 
cable television .videodiscs and vjdeocasset- 
tes, which had broadened the international 
audience for commercial programs. 

“The question must be asked whether this 
(development) does not run the risk of 
impoverishing the... creativity of each peo- 
ple." be said. M'Bow spoke as at least 120 
national delegations began a 1 0-day 
UNESCO conference here billed by U-N. 
officials as the largest international gathering 
convened to discuss cultural policies. 

U.N. officials said the more than 750 dele- 
gates at the conference would spend the first 
four days reviewing conclusions and recom- 
mendations of regional UNESCO cultural 
policy held in the past decade in Europe. 
Africa. Asia and Latin America. 

The next three days will be handed over to 
two commissions. One will discuss theoretical 
issues, while the other will focus on the pre- 
servation of historical monuments. 

Discussion of the last item is expected to 
study the effecL which .standardized commer- 
cial programs have on national cultures. The 
UNESCO program sets aside the meeting's 
final three days for talks on strengthening 
international cultural cooperation programs 
and discussion of the conference’s final 
recommendations. 
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23 Haitians 
released 

MIAMI. Florida. July 27 (AP)— Clapping 
hands and singing hymns in their native 
French Creole. 23 Haitian refugees came out 
after they were paroled Monday from a fed- 
eral detention center, the second group to 
leave the camp under a judge's order. 

"1 am very happy." said a smiling Loise 
Fleurant. the only woman among the 23, as 
she sat on the rear of a bus taking them to 
waiting sponsors in Miami, east of the Krome 
Avenue detention center. 

Immigration officials had said earlier that 
up to 33 Haitians would be released Monday, 
but no other releases were scheduled before 
Tuesday, leaving 367 Haitians still in the 
camp and about 1,400 more in five other 
camps in Texas. West Virginia. New York, 
Kentucky and Puerto Rico. Release of all 
could tae through the summer, they said. 

Seventeen were released last Friday from 
Krome. the first to gain their freedom under a 
July 1 9 ruling in which U.S. District judge 
Eugene P. Spellman said the policy under 
which they were being held pending deporta- 
tion hearings was illegally enacted. He said 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
violated administrative procedures when it 
set up its detention policy for Haitians. 

About 50,000 Haitians have fled their 
impoverished island nation for the United 
States in the last decade. The government 
contends the Haitians are not fleeing political 
persecution but are coming here for 
economic reasons. Some of the Haitians have 
been held in the stark, muggy Krome Avenue 
camp for 15 months. 

Curfew imposed 
on riot-torn Delhi 

NEW DELHI. July 27 (AFP) — Police 
and paramilitary units Tueday imposed a new 
curfew on the riot-stricken sector of Old 
Delhi's walled city where two persons have 
died so far in Muslim-Hindu unrest. 

The curfew was imposed Monday night 
and relaxed for only three hours Tuesday 
morning. 

The rioting has caused two deaths and 12 
persons, including sly policemen, have been 
injured. 

The first clashes broke out Sunday night 
and police said they opened fire when riot 
control gear proved ineffective. The 
authorities have banned all processions and 
gatherings of more than five persons 
throughout the capital for a week. 

The English newspaper. The Statesman , 
Tuesday accused a muslim imam Syed Abdul- 
lah Bukhari, of instigating the rioters oo 
Monday which resulted in a renewed spate 
violence. > 

Bukhari, who commands considerable 
influence among Muslims had accused the 
pol ice_ of arresting muslims only. 1 

Trouble began a few weeks ago when Hin-. 
dus found what were apparently pieces of 
beef in a local temple. Beef is taboo for the; 
Hindus and they accused the Muslims of plac-; 
ing the meat there.

WASHINGTON. July 27 (Agencies) — 
White House spokesman Larry Speak es 
denied President Ronald Reagan has reached 
a final decision on whether to renew a grain 
trade agreement with the Soviet Union. 

He termed a CBS report Monday that 
Reagan had decided on a year' s extension of 
the existing agreement as incorrect. CBS 
news, citing no sources, had said the 
administration believes a year's extension 
would tell the Soviets that the inertial law was 
not being eased quickly enough in Poland. 

However. Speakes told reporters Reagan 
wanted more infomation from cabinet mem- 
bers and other officials before he makes up 
his mind. 

Last week, an administration official said 
that Reagan would probably opt for a year's 
extension of the agreement, which expires 
Sept. 30. because a long -term agree ment 
sought by U.S. farmers would send wrong 
signals about Poland. Asked about the CBS 
report, another White House spokesman. 
Mort Allin. said: “I don't know when the 
decision is going to come, and 1 3m not in a 
position to say what it's going to be." 

However, analysts say a U.S. decision in 
favor of extending grain agreement was 


bound to arouse bitter feelings among its 
West European allies. The latter have been 
accusing the U-S. of double standards, saying 
that on its part it is boosting grain trade with 
the Soviet Union and on the' other stopping 
them from even honoring contracts already 
made by imposing sanctions. 

Analysts say that the U.S. extension of the 
grain accord will harden the French and 
German stand to go ahead with the deal 
pipeline. West German Economics Minister 
Otto LambsoroEf. on a tour of the U.S.. said 
in Dallas on Monday that Bono was deter- 
mined to fulfill the pipeline contract despite 
U.S. objections and added most U.S. 
businessmen agreed with West Germany's 
backing for the Siberian project. 

The French and Bonn governments 
declared recently support for firms defying 
the U.S. embargo on the supply of equipment 
under U.S. license for the pipeline. Analysts 
fear the move may trigger a trade war with 
the European Economic Community. Some 
observ ers in Bonn say that Reagan, in a fit of 
pique, might decide to limit imports of Euro- 
pean cars or possibly take the U.S. out of the 
Geneva-based General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 


African states 9 plight worsens 


ADDIS ABABA. July 27 (AFP) — 
Africa’s economic situation has become so 
grave that five more states have appealed to 
be numbered among the world's least 
developed countries (LDCs). a top African 
economist has said here. 

Adebayo Adedeji. executive secretary of 
the Economic Commission for Africa 
(ECA). said that half the world's 52 LDCs 
would be in Africa if the U.N. General 
Assembly approved this status for the five — 
Djibouti, equatorial Guinea. Sao Tome and 
Principe. Sierra Leone and Togo. 

Adedeji. addressing the first session here 
of the working party of .African governors of 
the International Monetary Fund (IMF) and 
the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development (IBRD), said Africa's 21 
LDCs bad suffered a sharp fall in the stan- 
dard of living over the past year. 

In a grim assessment of the .African 
economic scene, the ECA official, who is an 
under secretary-genera! of the U.N'.. said 
Africa's external debt today stood at $50 bil- 
lion. This figure represented more than 1 1 


percent of the total debts of all developing 
countries combined, he said. 

He listed soaring food prices, the energy 
crisis for both oil producers and non- 
producers. balance of payments difficulties 
and Africa's mounting debts as the major 
constraints. 


Adedeji said debt servicing alone cost the 
continent 12 percent of all its external earn- 
ings while a third of Africa’s foreign exchange 
balance was shared between debt servicing 
and food purchases alone. He warned that 
this situation would pose both social and 
political dangers unless Africans found a way 
to help themselves. 


Adedeji appealed to the governors to come 
up with a statement that "will give some hope 
and encouragement to the people of this con- 
tinent". 


The governors are expected to prepare 
three main documents for use at the forth- 
coming annual IMF-IBRD meeting in 
Toronto next September and the IMF-IBRD 
annual meetings next month.

Tribes’ rebellion 
am Uganda ends 

NAIROBI July 27 fR) — A 20-year rebel- 
lion :n western Uganda by two tribes living on 
the dopes of the 5.093 meter Ruwenzori 
Mountains — the mountains of the moon — 
has ended. Radio Uganda reported Tuesday. 

The radio, monitored here, said the Bamba 
and Bakonjo tribes, who declared an “inde- 
pendent state of Rwenzururu" when Uganda 
became independent in 1 962, had agreed to 
surrender their arms and work with other 
Ugandans for national unity. 

The agreement followed talks in western 
Uganda between government officials and 
the self-styled president of Rwenzururu, 
Charles Iren.; Ngnma. The radio said the 
rebels wnuld surrender their arms on Aug. 1 5 
and would not he prosecuted, the radio said. 
Ngntna pledged the tribes' loyalty to Presi- 
dent Milton Obole. 

Neoma is the son oft the late Isaya 
Mukirane. who declared himself president of 
Rwenzururu in 1 962 2 nd died in the 1 970s. 
Successive Ugandan governments, including 
the government of Idi Amin, failed to over- 
come the rebellion.

Nicaraguans 
extend siege 

MANAGUA. July 27 (R) — Leftist-ruled 
Nicaragua announced it was prolonging its 
state of emergency for six months because of 
recently intensified attacks by rightist com- 
mandos on its territory. 

Nicaraguan junta member Sergio Ramirez 
told more than 10,000 government suppor- 
ters packed into a central Managua plaza that 
the commandos launching the raids from 
neighboring Honduras were all trained, out- 
fitted and supplied by the U.S. Central Intel- 
ligence Agency. 

After he announced the six-month exten- 
sion, the crowd broke into chants demanding 
the measure be prolonged for a full year. 
Ramirez said he and the other two members 
of the government junta would consider this 
request in a meeting. 

The state of emergency, originally imposed 
on March 15. had been extended every 30 
days by the government. It said the measure 
was necessary because of U.S.-inspired 
moves to destabilize the country. Nicaragua 
is ruled by the leftist Sandinist Party which 
spearheaded a popular revolution toppling 
the rightist dictatorship of Anastasio Somoza 
three years ago. 

Kenya withdraws 
editor’s passport 

NAIROBI, July 27 (R) — Kenyan 
authorities have withdrawn the passport of 
George Githii. dismissed as .editor in chief of 
the country's oldest newspaper last week 
after criticizing government policy, press 
reports here said Tuesday. 

Githii lost his job at The Standard after 
writing an editorial calling for the withdrawal 
of Kenya’s preventive detention law, which 
he said had created an atmosphere of fear. 

Government officials declined to comment 
on Tuesday's report, but newspapers said a 
senior source confirmed that Githifs pass- 
port was withdrawn when security officers 
visited his Nairobi home. 

Githii, who unsuccessfully contested a 
Nairobi seat in the 1979 general elections, 
bad been editor in chief of The Standard for 
more than a year. Ministers and members of 
parliament have criticized his editorial and 
called for Githii himself to be detained. Pres- 
ident Daniel Arap Moi made bis first refer- 
ence to the incident at the weekend, when he 
questioned the editor’s motives in writing the 
piece.

Japanese role in war 

Suzuki acts to stem textbook criticism

TOKYO (R) — Japanese Prime Minister 
Zcnko Suzuki acted Tuesday to stem mount- 
ing foreign criticism of revised school history 
textbooks which soften the role of Japan's 
forces in China and Korea before and during 
World War ii. 

Suzuki, laced with a diplomatic protest 
from Peking at the revisions and the immi- 
nent arrival of a South Korean delegation on 
a similar mission, ordered government offi- 
cials to work out measures to settle the prob- 
lem. 

Government officials told Reuter Suzuki 
was worried that the controversy, if allowed 
to continue, could mar his visit to Pelting in 
September to mark the 10th anniversary of 
the normalization of relations between Japan 
and Chjna in 1 972. 

They, said Japan was also concerned that 
Korean disquiet at the revisions could further 
harm overall relations between the two coun- 
tries. already at a low ebb because of Japan- 
ese refusal to meet Korean aid demands. 


The controversy centers on changes 
approved by the Japanese Education Minis- 
try in high school history textbooks regard- 
ing Japan’s role in China and Korea, which 
was for 36 years until 1945 a Japanese col- 
ony. 

The revisions change Japan's “aggression" 
against China into its “advance" into China 
nod eliminate a previous reference that 
200,000 Chinese might hove died in the rape 
of Nanking. 

The re write also changes references to tho 
deportation of Koreans to Japan for forced 
labor into the remark that Koreans came 
under national mobilization orders. 

On Monday in Pelting Xiao Xiangqian, 
director 6f the Chinese Foreign Ministry's 
Asian Affairs Bureau, called in the Japanese 
Minister, Koji Watanabe, and protested 
ggainst the revisions. 

Japanese Foreign Ministry sources 
reported the Chinese official as saying the 
revisions were counter to the 1972 normal- 
ization agreement as well as the peace and 
friendship treaty signed by the two countries 


Early release of Walesa ruled out 


VIENNA. July 27 (R) — Interned Polish 
union leader Lech Walesa is unlikely to be 
freed in the near future, a senior Polish offi- 
cial said here Tuesday. Jerzy Ozdowski. vice 
president of the Polish Sejm (parliament) 
said the release of the head of suspended 
independent trade union Solidarity “will 
depend on how the situation crystallizes." 

But mainly it would depend on the attitude 
of the Solidarity leaders still interned, 
Ozdowski said, adding that talks between 
them and representatives of both the gov- 
ernment and the Catholic church “have not 
brought the expected result." 

Walesa, who is being kept at a secluded 
government hunting lodge near the Soviet 
frontier, was not among more than 1,200 
internees, out of a total of 1,850, released 
from camps last week. 

Meanwhile Poland's martial law 
authorities have uncovered another clandes- 
tine radio transmitter, this time in the south- 
western city of Wroclaw, the Polish news 


agency PAP reported from Warsaw. 

The report added to the number of radio 
transmitters discovered by the authorities In 
Warsaw earlier this month after "Radio Sol- 
idarity," the underground voice of the inde- 
pendent union had virtually ceased to broad- 
cast. 

PAP said police seized the latest transmit- 
ter Sunday and claimed it had broadcast 
programs of “fighting Solidarity," a group 
mentioned in previous official communiques 
saying some of its members had been arrested 
and imprisoned. 

“Fighting Solidarity represents the most 
extreme current of underground Solidarity 
calling for confrontation with the authorities 
and excluding national accommodation,” 
PAP said, quoting the Interior Minis try. 

Radio Solidarity began its broadcasts in 
Warsaw April 12, but ceased its programs 
about six weeks later after heavy jamming by 
the authorities. Offficials say seven of its 
oiganizers'here have been arrested so far. 


Japan, while bilateral ties were being 
restored, expressed deep repentance for what 
it had done in China before and during the 
war. 

The Chinese protest follows a number of 
Chinese press articles which have criticized 
the Japanese government for attempting to 
distort history. 

South Korean newspapers have also criti- 
cized the revision and extra Korean police 
have been posted around the Japanese 
Embassy in Seoul as a precaution. 

A delegation of South Korean parliamen- 
tarians — JapaiLhas no relations with Com- 
munist North Korea — was due to arrive here 
later Tuesday for talks on the revised history 
book. Soviet media have also criticized the 
rewriting of Japanese history. 

■ Suzuki said that the dispute should not be 
allowed to become an international problem 
and ordered the Foreign and Education 
ministries to settle the issue with foreign cri- 
tics. But government sources said the two 
ministries did not agree on how to deal with 
the matter. 

They said the Foreign Ministry was con- 
cerned at the effect'on Japan's relations with 
two close and friendly countries and feared 
the controversy may spread to other non- 
Communist countries which were invaded by 
the Japanese but which are now friends.

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, July 27 
(AP) — Police have arrested 45 foreigners 
for various drug offenses in Malaysia during 
tfae first six months of this year, director of 
Criminal investigations, Abdul Rahman. 
Ismail, told a press conference Tuesday. 

Under Malaysia’s strict laws anyone caught 
for trafficking in drugs and convicted wilj 
receive a death sentence or life imprison- 
ment. 


4 Argentines stripped of command 


BUENOS AIRES, July 27 (R) — Four 
Argentine generals who were in the Falkland 
(Malvinas) Islands during the conflict with 
Britain have been provisionally removed 
from their commands, Array Commander in 
Chief Cristino Nicolaides said. 

"All the armies of the world re-evaluate 
the quality of their men and the duties they 
perform after a defeat and we are doing just 
that," he told reporters Monday. His com- 
ment came after the high command 
announced that sever al key unit commanders 
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bad been replaced and would be assigned 
new posts in the next few days. 

Gen. Nicolaides said that the changes were 
not designed to punish army officers who 
took part in the 74-day conflict that ended 
with Britain's reconquest of tfae Islands last 
month. He said the moves were the first in a 
series of measures aimed at making the army 
more professional. 

But be Said the four generals, including 
Mario Benjamn Mefiendez, former military 
governor in the Falkland*, had been provi- 
sionally withdrawn from their commands in 
order to lessen anxiety and maintain organ- 
ization and discipline in the army. 

Indonesian defense

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP) — U.S, 
Defense Secretary Caspar Wetabcfger and 
Indonesian Defense Minister Muhammad 
Juauf discussed "Moan tot modernization of 
Indonesian armed forces" In a Pentagon 
meeting Monday, the Defense Department 
said. 

Gen. Jusuf received fall military honors 
before his session with Weinberger. Accord- 
ing to the Pentagon, the talks centered on 
“ways to improve relations and future 
defense cooperation between the United 
States and Indonesia." 

The only specific item mentioned by the 
Pentagon was “increased training programs 
in the United States for Indonesian military 
personnel.. Other topics included Middle 
East problems "in view of lLS.-Indonciian 
mutual interest In oil supply." as web as 
Southeast Asian problems, the Pentagon 
said. 


French firm 
denies U.K. 
report 
on Exocet 

PARIS. July 27 (AFP) —The Marcel Du> 
nult aviation firm Tuesday categorically 
denied a report in The Sunday Times of Lon- 
don which charged that a Dassault nine-man 
te chnical team in Argentina had armed 
French Super Etendaxd planes with deadly 
Exocet missiles which sank two British ships 
off the FaHdands. 

A Dassault spokesman said that the team 
was in Buenos Aires province when the Falk- 
lands conflict started, but that at no time did it 
have any contact with the Argentinian Air 
Force or its technicians. 

(An official inquiry into The Sunday Times 
report ordered on Sunday by Defense Minis- 
ter Charles Hemu, is expected to be pub- 
lished later Tuesday, according to govern- 
ment sources). 

The Dassault firm stated the British seem' 
to have regarded Argentina as an underde- 
veloped country, losing sight of the fact that it 
has its own aeronautical Nmdustry with 
engineers fully capable of ’installing the 
Exocet-AM39 air-to-sea missiles, delivered 
by France last year, onto the Super Eten- 
dards”. 

French military experts were amazed when 
they heard of the sinking of the British des- 
tsoycr Sheffield and the container ship Adtap - 
tic Conveyor by Exocet missiles because they 
had not known that the missile was opera- 
tional. 

Last year France started delivering an 
order by Argentina for 14 Super Etendard 
planes, and delivered five, each with an 
exocet missile, before the Fafrdahds conflict. 
The Exocet at this stage was not operational. 

Following the Sunday Timet report that 
French technicians at the Bahia Blanca Air 
Base had given aid to the Argentine Air 
Force to Arm the -Super Etendard* with 
exocet, the defense zninistenalso recalled, in a 
radio interview Sunqay, That he had ordered 
complete embargo of arms and military 
know-how on Argentina at the outbreak of 
the FaHdands conflict. 

He denied France had broken this 
embargo, and said: "France does not indulge 
in double talk." 

Meanwhile, French aeronautical sources 
Tuesday pointed out that France had given 
substantial help to Britain during the conflict 
and permitted British officers to verify that 
nine undelivered Super Etendards were held 
in France. 

In addition, French Mirage-III and Super 
Etendard planes made mock attacks in Brit- 
ish warships to give practice to Harrier pilots. 
The sources also pointed out that two British 
firms cooperated in building Exocet and 
therefore were well aware how to combat it. 

An Argentine source said in Buenos Aires 
that The Sunday Times report was "fantastic" 
and “destined to poison relations between 
Fans and I^ndpn." The Argentine military 
chieft of staff refused comment on the report. 

However, the source said “there was a 
team of French specialists in Argentina at the 
rime of the conflict, but it was trapped in 
Bahia Blanca by the (British maritime exdu- 
■jy embargo whUe * c Super Etendards 
^fere already in Patagonia. It was therefore 
.unable to work on the equipment.” 
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
